Viscount PALMERSTON, =—I shall have great 
pleasure in giving my noble friend an answer to 
the question he has put, `$ trust, however, that 
the Housé will think I am pursuing that course. 
which is most- benefiting’ to the position [hold 
if I do not follow my noils frigad in those obser- 
vations which he has made upon the past trans- 
actions between this country and the Uuited 
States, Mexico and Texas,‘ concerning the rela- 
tion to that country with Texas, and the amex- 
ation of Texas to the United States. These are 
matters of past periods; the facts are historically 
known; und it is not, L think, necessary or use~ 
ful for me at present to express any opinion upon 
them. Sir, my noble friend has expressed opin- 
ions as to the injury which must occur to British 
interests from the war now going on between 
Mexico and the United States I entirely cons 
cur with my noble friend that in the present state 
of international relations 1n thé civilized world it 
is impossible that any great war can be carried 
ap between any two considerable and indepen- 
dent States without. that war affecting prejudi- 
cially the commercial interests of all other coun- 
tries which may have relations of commerce with 
the two contending parties. And in proportion 
as commerce increases, in. proportion as tom- 
merce ig fieed from all those restraints which 
tend to limit and circumscribe its extent, in that 
proportion will it be the interest of all nations 
that peace should universally prevail. There- 
fore io L look with great satisfaction upon the 
progrese which has been made by those dvctrines 
ofextend2d commerce which appear to me to af~ 
ford additional security for the maintainance of 
peace all over the world. E think, however, my 
noble friend has in soma degree exaggerated the 
facility with which, 19 his opinion, the United 
States may establish their authority and domin- 
ion over the’territories of Mexico. Those. terri- 
tories are vast in their extent, and in proportion 
to their vastness is enhanced the detficulties of 
eatrying on military operations of an aggressive 
‘character within their hmits. That country is 
occupied by a vety large population, of from 
eight to ten millions of inhabitants, of a race dif- 
ferent from the people-of the United States, of a 
religion different from the religion of the United 
States, and though ıt might be easy for the Uni- 
ted States to incorporate with the Union‘a coun- 
try like Texas, filled andinhabited almost entires 
ly by United States settlers, the question, I can 
assure my. noble friend and the House, becomes 
very different when it applies to the annexation 
ofterritories much more thickly peopled, and in~ 
habited by a race different in those two respects 
from the race which wishes to posen them. I

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"The following account of the cruise of the 
United States ship Cyane, we extract from a lets 
ter written, by an officer on board. It’ gives, so 
far as we can learn from other sources, a“concise 
account of the various engagements which that 
vessel hag been in since her arrival In the Pa- 
cific. 

“You will doubtless be glad ta hear that we 
have had a clever cruise. e have been up and 
down the whole Mexican coast, from San Blas to 

"Guaymas, and. in allthe ports on the eastern side 
of the Gulf of California, spiking 34 cannon at 


thefirst named place, taking 19 Mexican vessels, 
causing the enemy to burn his two gun boats to 


. prevent their capture, cutting out a brig at Guy- 


mas under a sharp fire of artillery and musketry 
trom the town, and running four vessels on shore, 
which were endeavouring to force the blockdde 
of Mazatlan, under another sharp cannonade 
from the surrounding heights end beaches, where 
athe ship was unable to cover the boats. A rather 
bold attempt was made to intercept the boats by 
fonr Mexican Jaunchas, armed and manned with 
soldiers, but they were driven back and beached 
also, Thus nearly all the officers and men have 
been at different times under the cnemy’s fire.”

The underesigned is also instructed to protect the per- 
aons and property of the quiet and peaceable inhabitants 
of the country against all or any of ther enemies, whether 
fronr abroad or at home; and when he now assures the 
Cahforaians that it will be his daty and his pleasure to 
comply with those instructions, he calls upon them all to 
exert themselves ın preserving order and tranquilty, in

It ıs the wish and design of the United States to’provide 
for California with the least possible delay, a free Govern- 
ment similar to those in her other Territories, and tho 
people will soon be called upon to exercise their rights as 
freemen in electing their own Representatives, to make 
such laws as may be deemed best for their mterest and 
welfare. But unti this can be dane, the laws now in ex- 
istence and not in conflict with the constitution of the U.

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A more shocking scene cannot be imagined, 
than that witnessed .by the party of men who 
went to the relief of the anfortunate emigrants in 
the California Mountains, The bones of those 
who had died and been devoured by the misera~ 
ble ones that still survived. were lying around 
their tents and cabins. Bodies of men, women, 
and children, with, halfthe fesh torn from them, 
lay on every side. A woman sat by the side of 
the body of her husband, who had just died, cut~ 
ting out his tongue; the heart she had already 
taken out, broiled, and eat! The daughter was 
seen eating the flesh of the father—ithe mother 
that of her children—children that of father and 
mother. The emaciated, wild, and ghastly ap- 
pearance of the survivors, added to. the horror of 
the scene. Language cannot describe the awlul 
changs that afew weeks of dire suffering hai 
wrought in the minds of these wretched and piti- 
able beings. Those who but one month betore 
would have shuddered andsickened af the thought 
of eating human flesh, or of killing their compan- 
ions and relatives to preserve their own lives, now 
looked upon the opportunity by these acts aifor~ 
ded them of ascaping tha most dreadful of deaths, 
ag a providential ‘interference in their behalf— 
Calculations were coldly madp, as they sat gloom- 
ily around their gloomy camp fires, for the next 
and succeeding meals. Various expedients were 
davised to prevent the dreadful crime of murder, 
but they finally resolved to kill those who had 
the least claims to longer existence. Just at this 
moment however, as if by Divine interposition, 
some of them died, which afforded the rest tempo~ 
sary relief. Some sunk into the arms of death 
cursing God for their miserable fate, while the 
last whisperings of others were prayers and songs 
of praise to the Almighty. 


After the first few deaths, but the one all ab- 
sorbing thought of individual self preservation 
prevailed. The fountains ofnatural affection 
were dried up, Fhe cords that onça vibrated 
with connubial, parental and filial affection were 
xent asunder, and each one seemed resolved with- 
out regard to the fate of others to escape from the 
impending esjamity.° Even the wild hostile 
mountaia Indians, who once yisited their camps, 
pitied them, and instead of pursuing the natu» 
zal irmpulse of their hostile feelings to the whites, 
and destroying them as they could easily have 
done, divided their own scanty supply of food 
with them, 

So changed had the emigrants become that 
when the party sent out, arrived with food, 
zome of them cast it aside and seemed ta prefer 
the putrid humin flesh that still remained. The 
day before the party arrived, one of the emigrants 
taok a child of about four years of age in bed 
with him, and devoured the whole before morn- 
ing; and the next day eat another about the 
same. age before noon. 

Tt is thenghi that several more of there unfor- 
tuhate--peepte might have been saved, but for 
theif db@tmination not to leave their property. 
Sethe of them who started in, loaded. themselves 
with their money add other effects to such an exs

To construct, and put in operation 
a Rail Road across the continent at present, or 
over, if not an impossibility, is an inpracticabil- 
ity, Itis not an imposssibility, because human 
energy and enterprise, when concentrated, can 
achieve the object, if the force of thatenargy and 
enterprize when concentrated be sufficient. But 
it is an impracticability, because if the work 
should be constructed—the irou road laid down, , 
chaining the two sides of the continent together, 
the expenditure for its protection against the sav-

News reached here on Wednesday last by way 
of the Pueblo of San Jose, that about two weeks 
since, the hostile “horse thief Indians” to the 
numberof several hundred attacked the settlement 
recently formed on the San Joaquin, and killed 
every person init; none escaped. 

The Indians bad so often manifested a friend- 
ly disposition towarda the setilers, that they wer» 
easily thrown off theic guard, and when their 
camps were surrounded, it is probable that they 
were not aware of their real danger until an in- 
discriminate masacre was commenced. 

‘We have received the above in such a manner 
that we cannot help crediting it. The informa- 
tion was brought to the Pueblo by persona pass- 
ing through that part of the country. * 

Cannot the authorities do something for the 
protection of the frontier, and will they: not do 
something? ‘Will the government not listen to 
the complaints of the ¢itizens, and will the large 
number of government troops now here, be kept 
idie along the coast, without any prospect of be-

- As there seems to be much doubt ‘existing in 
reference to the laws which aye now in force, and 
„in referenco to the jurisdiction of the courts, as 
now €stablished, I wall take the hberty, through 
the medium-of your columns, to offer a few 
thoughts upon those subjects; in domg which, 
however, I shall not atfempt that extended dig- 
cussion, which the importance of the subjects re- 
ferred-to would seem to demand, but shall con-, 
tent myself with the mere presentation, in the 
briefest manner, of such facts and arguments as 
shall most naturally oċeur, : 

If we consult the laws of natrons, if we consult 
former precedents, or ifwe consult reason and pro- 
priety, we ‘shall find but little difficulty in deter- 
mining that the laws of Mexico, as formerly ex- 
tended to this country, are still in force, and that 

*they mast remain in fores until this country is 
formally ceded to the United States Upon this 
subject, Vattel tells us that the established law of 
nations, is, that on the submission of a conquered 
people, the conqueror is to govern them according 
to tho Jaws of the conquered State. Innumera> 
bla precedents might, wore it necessary, be given 
to establish this principle, but it occurs to me, 
that the authority ofthis eminent author is ample 
upon this subject. To insist otherwise would be 
tantamount to insisting that the inhabitants 
should remain in a state of rutnous suspense, with- 
cut law and without anthority ; tor if the laws 
of Mexico are abolished, we are certainly witb- 
out laws, until Jaws shall be established by the 
United States, if the country is finally ceded b 
Mexico, if it is not, then until the laws of Mexi- 
co are restored, 

But there is another view of thie subject which 
should not be lost sight of, and which arises from 
the fact, that in many particulars we are wholly 
without law, even under the laws of Mexico.— 
‘This being the fact, the people themselves, inde- 
pendently of Mexico, and with the consent of the 
officers of. the United States now in command, 
have a perfect right to enact Jaws for their own 
government. Lawsthus enacted, would of course 
be Jamited in their operation, to the period when 
either the one or the othor of these powers should 
extend its laws over us, unless the laws so enac- 
ted shonid be sanctioned by the government, 
which ultimately obtams end holds the country 
Ifa government fuils to provide for tho neécessis 
ties of ing citizens, if it does not afford them secu- 
rity of person and property, and the means of eb- 
taining redress of grievances, by the proper ad- 
ministration of justice, they have, beyond any 
doubt, a perfect right to adopt all necessary 
measuros to provide for themselves, and to pro- 
mote their own interests. 

There seems to be still more difficulty in refer- 
ence to the jurisdiction of our coorta, and this dif 
Rienlty arises, also, from the deficiency of the laws. 

There being no law defining thë powers and du. 

ties of the Alcaldes, ıt 29 impossible for them to 
know of what subjects they have cognizance, or 
over what eafent of country they have jurisdic- 
tion. By some, who pretend to be well versed 
in the invisible laws ar Califorma, it is msisted 
that the jurisdiction of the Alcaldes extends to 
no matters of difference, whera the amount ın 
controversy exceeds one hundred dollars, and 
that each 18 confined to his particular district, in 
his judicial acts, Others urge, that as to amouut, 
helr jurisdiction is unlimted, and tat the Al- 
caldes who resided at the principal towns, have 
oth appellate and original jurisdiction through- 
ut the entire department in „which they feside, 
The latter view appears to be much more plau- 
ible than the former; for if their jurisdiction is 
he same, andit does not exceed one hundred 
ollars, we have no means of collecting debts, no 
thod of redreasing grievances, nor have we any 
hing that makes the least approximation to a ja- 
iciary system ‘Ihe truth is, that the latter 
pinion is preferred by the people, aod will be 
hiversally adopted by the Alcaldes, whether 
uthorized or not by the unknown laws,

Pro-~ 
bably you allude to the settlement forming on the 
“Stanislaus,” called New Hope; and who knows 
but rf may be my little party to which you have 
reference At any rate, you may. assure your 
readera that such 1s not the case, that the In~ 
diana, though indulging in their natural propensi 
ty to thieve on all occasions, have made no at- 
tempt (and } am correctly informed} to either 
kiil the. settlers, or destroy the settlements” I 
visited, and made a noonday halt at New Hope, 
on my way hither The sertlers (some 10 or 12 
im number,) appear contented and energetic— 


nore under way. About eight miles this side, I 
Fell in with the renowned Felipe, of horse thief 
notoriety, at the head of about 30 Indians, ali 
well armed {in ther way.) and mounted, and no 
doubt then onan expediuon of plunder, They 
did not molest us, however, 

This letter leaves me encamped upon the banks 
ofa smull stream, called by our Indian guides 
“Tallalomes” Thus far have I passed “on with 
out impediment." The Indians about ihe Joa- 
quin seem actively employed in fishery, catrhing 
and drying vast quantities of salmon, with which 
the streams at thistime abound Occasionally 
we meet with a wild, wicked looking party of 
warrriors, with horses and arrows innumerable, 
who never fail to express their wonderment at the 
ungovernable roving propensities of “los Ameri~ 
canos? With sach aset about me, it requires 
all attention to the packs, and notwithstandmg 


our vigilance, they contrived to make away with j N 


a serappa, or Spanish blanket, owned, by one of 
my men, and a pair of “inexpressibles” belonging 
to myself. 

Our journey thus far has-been fraught with 
adventure, ‘He excitement of the hunt 13 on all 
oceasions courted. Countless herds of elh feed 
almost undisturbed upon the river bottoms, and. 
grizzly Bruin of the mountains is always et hand 
when wanted. 

Imagine now, ye sea-coast sufferers, and more 
particularly, residents of San Franciseo, driven 
inta your dwellings by “old Boreas, blustering 
railer,’ on the approach of 2 P M, the beauties 
of a Spring season in the enchanting Valley of 
the Joaquin, One continuance of most heavenly 
weather—one never failing succession of glorious 
landscaps! Ob | *tie-w-fairy land—but you would 
spoil the picture by associating the “Diggers” 
with the sublime, and L will desist, remarking 
nevertheless, thatthe portion ofthe valley through 
which I have travelled, in point of beauty, fertili- 
ty, &c, has exceeded my most sanguine expecta~ 
tions.
